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other  good-aight  and  good-bye.  Early  in  the 
morning  two  of  ns  were  to  lesTe  for  India 
on  onr  way  aronnd  the  world,  and  others 
were  to  torn  their  faces  towards  the  Holy 
Land  and  Italy.  Bat  howerer  scattered 
over  Enrope  and  America,  none  of  ns  will 
ever  forget  onr  Midnight  in  the  Heart  of 
the  Great  Pyramid. 

In  recalling  this  memory  of  Egypt,  my 
object  is  not  merely  to  famish  a  poetical 
and  romantic  description,  but  to  call  the  at¬ 
tention  of  the  most  sober  readers  to  what 
may  well  be  a  stndy  and  an  instraction. 
This  Pyramid  was  the  greatest  of  the  Seven 
Wonders  of  the  World  in  the  time  of  the 
Greeks,  and  it  is  Ihe  only  one  now  standing 
on  the  earth.  May  it  not  be  that  it  contains 
some  wisdom  of  the  ancients  that  is  worthy 
the  attention  of  the  boastful  moderns ;  some 
secret  and  sacred  lore  which  the  science  of 
the  present  day  may  well  stndy  to  reveal  ? 
It  may  be  (as  Piazzi  Smyth  argnes  in  his 
learned  book)  that  we  who  are  now  upon  the 
earth  have  “an  inheritance  in  the  Great 
Pyramid";  that  it  was  built  not  merely  to 
swell  the  pride  of  the  Pharaohs,  and  to  be 
the  wonder  of  the  Egyptians ;  bat  for  our 
instraction,  on  whom  the  ends  of  the  world 
are  come.  Without  giving  our  adhesion  in 
advance  to  any  theory,  there  are  certain 
facts,  clearly  apparent,  which  give  to  this 
structure  more  than  a  monumental  interest. 
For  thousands  of  years  it  has  been  suppos¬ 
ed  to  have  been  built  for  a  royal  tomb — for 
that  and  that  only.  So  perhaps  it  was — and 
perhaps  At  any  rate,  a  very  slight  ob¬ 
servation  will  show  that  it  was  built  also  for 
other  pturposes.  For  example  : 

Obserfe  its  geographical  position.  It 
stands  at  the  apex  the  delta  of  the  Nile, 
and  Piam  Smyth  claims,  in  the  centre  of 
the  habitable  globe !  He  has  a  map  in 
which  its  point  is  fixed  in  Africa,  yet  be¬ 
tween  Europe  and  Asia,  and  which  shows 
that  it  stands  in  the  exact  centre  of  the 
land  surface  of  the  whole  world.  This,  if 
it  be  au  “accident,"  is  certainly  a  very  sin¬ 
gular  one. 

Then  it  stands  ,  exactly  on  the  Thirtieth 
parallel  of  latitude,  and  it  stands  four¬ 
square,  its  four  sides  facing  exactly 
to  th<i  four  posnts  of  compass  —  North, 
South,  Ealit,  and  West.  Now  the  chances 
are  a  milliofi  to  one  that  this  could  not  oc¬ 
cur  by  accident.  There  is  no  need  to  argue 
such  a  matter.  It  was  certainly  done  by  de¬ 
sign,  and  sAows  that  the  old  Egyptians 
knew  how  tg  draw  a  meridian  line,  and  to 
take  thqimiJtts  of  compass,  as  exactly  as 


rises  up  into  the  Grand  Gallery,  just  as  the 
Mosaic  economy,  after  groping  through 
many  centuries,  at  last  bursts  into  the  full 
glory  of  the  Christian  Dispensation. 

Believing  in  its  inspired  character,  he 
finds  in  every  part  of  this  wonderful  struo- 
ture  signs  and  symbols.  Taking  it  as  an 
emblem  of  Christian  truth,  where  is  the 
chief  corner-stone  ?  Not  at  the  base,  but 
at  the  top — the  apex  !  At  the  bottom,  there 
are  four  stones  which  are  equal — no  one  of 
which  is  above  another — the  chi^  corner¬ 
stone  therefore  must  be  the  capstone  ! 

It  will  be  perceived  that  this  is  a  very  origi¬ 
nal  and  very  sweeping  theory  ;  that  it  over¬ 
turns  all  our  ideas  of  the  Great  Pyramid  ; 
that  it  not  only  turns  Cheops  out  of  it,  but 
turns  Science  and  Bevelation  together  into 
it  We  may  well  hesitate  before  accepting 
it  in  its  full  extent  yet  we  must  acknow¬ 
ledge  our  indebtedness  to  Prof.  Smyth.  He 
has  certainly  given  a  new  interest  to  this 
hoary  monument  of  the  past  Scientific 
men  who  reject  his  theory,  are  still  deeply 
interested  in  the  facts  which  he  brings  to 
light,  which  they  recognize  as  very  extraor- 
nary,  and  which  show  a  degree  of  scientific 
knowledge  which  not  only  they  did  not  be¬ 
lieve  to  exist  among  the  Egyptians,  but 
which  hardly  exists  in  our  day. 

So  much  as  this  we  may  freely  concede, 
that  the  Pyramid  has  a  scientific  valne,  if 
not  a  sacred  character  ;  that  it  is  full  of  the 
wisdom  of  the  Egyptians,  if  not  of  the  in¬ 
spiration  of  the  Almighty  ;  and  that  it  is  a 
storehouse  of  ancient  knowledge,  even  if 
it  be  not  the  very  Ark  of  the  Covenant,  in 
which  the  holiest  mysteries  are  entdirined  I 

Leaving  out  what  may  be  considered  fan¬ 
ciful  in  the  speculations  of  the  Scotch  as¬ 
tronomer,  there  is  yet  much  in  the  facts  he 
presents  worthy  of  the  consideration  of  the 
man  of  science,  as  well  as  of  the  devout 
attention  of  the  student  of  the  Bible,  and 
which,  if  they  are  duly  weighed,  will  at  once 
enlarge  our  knowledge  and  strengthen  onr 
faith. 

Such  are  the  lessons  that  we  derive  from 
even  our  slight  acquaintance  with  the  Great 
Pyramid  ;  and  so,  as  we  looked  back  that 
night,  and  saw  it  standing  there  in  the 
moonlight,  its  cold  gray  summit,  its  “chief 
cornerstone,"  pointing  upwards  to  the  dear, 
unclouded  firmament,  it  seemed  to  point  to 
something  above  the  firmament — to  tom  our 
eyes  and  thoughts  to  Heaven  and  to  God.

-  Oar  last  night  in  Cairo  we  spent  in  riding 
out  to  Ghizeb  by  moonlight,  and  exploring 
tbe  interior  of  the  Great  Pyramid.  We  had 
iMllMedy  been  there  by  day,  and  climbed  to 
the  top,  bnt  did  net  then  go  inside.  There 
is  no  aooess  but  by  a  single  narrow  passage, 
four  feet  wide  and  high,  which  slopes  at  a 
descending  angle,  so  that  one  must  stoop 
'ivrj  low  while  he  slides  down  an  inclined 
-fiane,  as  if  he  were  descending  into  a  mine 
^7  a  very  small  shaft.  There  is  not  much 
flasare  or  satisfaction  in  crouching  and 
ereeping  along  such  a  passage,  with  a  crowd 
of  Arab  guides  before  and  behind,  lighting 
.  the  darkness  with  their  torches,  and  making 
the  rooky  cavern  hideous  with  their  yells. 
These  creatures  fasten  on  the  traveller, .pull¬ 
ing  and  pushing,  smoking  in  his  face,  and 
raising  such  a  dust  that  he  cannot  see,  and 
is  almost  choked,  and  keeping  up  such  a 
noise  that  he  cannot  hear,  and  can  hardly 
think.  One  likes  a  little  quiet  and  silence, 
a  little  chance  for  meditation,  when  he  pen¬ 
etrates  the  sepulchre  of  kings,  where  a  Pha¬ 
raoh  lay  down  to  rest  four  thousand  years 
ago.  So  I  left  these  interior  researches,  on 
our  first  visit  to  the  Pyramid,  to  the  young¬ 
er  members  of  our  party,  and  contented  my¬ 
self  with  dambering  up  its  sides,  and  look¬ 
ing  off  upon  the  desert  and  the  valley  of  the 
Nile,  with  Cairo  in  the  distance. 

But  on  our  trip  up  the  Nile,  I  read  the 
work  of  Piazzi  Smyth,  the  Astronomer  Royal 
of  Scotland,  “Our  Inheritance  in  the  Great 
Pyramid,”  and  had  my  cariosity  excited  to 
see  again  a  structure  which  was  not  only  the 
oldest  and  greatest  in  the  world,  but  in 
which  he  thought  to  have  discovered  the 
proofs  of  a  divine  revelation.  Dr.  Grant  of 
Cairo,  who  had  made  a  study  of  the  subject, 
and  had  spent  many  nights  in  the  heart  of 
the  Pyramid,  taking  accurate  measurements, 
kindly  offered  to  accompany  ns  ;  and  so  we 
made  up  a  party  of  those  who  had  come 
down  the  Nile — an  Eiuscopal  clergyman 
from  New  England,  a  Colonel  from  the  Uni¬ 
ted  States  Army,  a  lady  from  Cambridge, 
Maas.,nnd  a  German  lady  and  her  daugh¬ 
ter  who  had  been  with  ns  for  more  than  two 
months,  and  my  niece  and  myself.  It  was 
to  be  onr  last  excursion  together,  as  we  were 
to'  part  on  the  morrow,  and  should  probably 
never  all  meet  again. 

At  half-past  eight  o’clock  we  drove  away 
from  the  Ezbekieh  square  in  Cairo.  It  was 
o!»e  ^  thoM  lovely  nights  found  only  in 
Egy]^  The  moon,  approaching  the  fuR, 
oast  a  soft  light  on  everything — on  the  Nile, 
as  we  crossed  the  long  iron  .bridge,  and  on 
the  palms,  waving  gently  in  the  night  wind. 
We  rode  along  under  the  avenue  of  trees 
planted  by  old  Mohammed  Ali,  keeping  up 
an  animated  conversation,  and  drawing  from 
our  friend  who  lives  here  a  great  deal  of  in¬ 
formation  about  Egypt.  It  was  two  hours  be¬ 
fore  we  reached  the  Pyramid.  Of  coarse 
the  Arabs,  who  had  seen  the  carriages  ap¬ 
proaching  along  the  road,  and  who,  like 
vultures,  discern  their  prey  from  a  great  dis¬ 
tance,  were  soon  around  us,  offering  their 
services.  But  Dr.  Grant,  whose  experience 
had  taught  him  whom  to  seek,  sent  for  the 
head  man,  whom  he  knew,  who  had  accom¬ 
panied  him  in  his  explorations,  and  bade 
him  seek  out  a  sufficient  number  of  trusty 
guides  for  our  party,  and  keep  off  the  rest. 

While  the  sheik  was  seeking  for  his  re¬ 
tainers,  we  strolled  away  to  the  Sphinx, 
which  looked  more  strange  and  weird  than 
ever  in  the  moonlight  How  many  centu¬ 
ries  has  he  sat  there,  crouching  on  the  des¬ 
ert,  and  looking  towards  the  rising  sun. 
The  body  is  that  tf  a  recumbent  lion.  The 
back  only  is  seen,  as  the  giant  limbs,  which 
are  stretched  out  sixty  feet  in  front,  are 
wholly  covered  by  the  sand.  But  the  mighty 
head  still  lifts  its  unchanged  brow  above  the 
waste,  looking  towards  the  East,  to  see  the 
son  rise,  as  it  has  every  morning  for  four 
thousand  years.  On  our  return  to  the  Pyra¬ 
mid,  Dr.  Grant  pointed  out  the  “  corners  ’’ 
of  the  original  stracture,  showing  how  much 
larger  it  was,  as  it  was  first  built,  and  as  it 
stood  in  the  time  of  the  Pharaohs.  As  is 
well  known,  it  has  been  sadly  mutilated  by 
the  successive  rulers  of  Egypt,  who  have 
stripped  off  its  outer  layers  of  granite  to 
build  palaces  and  mosques  in  Cairo.  This 
process  of  spoliation,  continued  for  centu¬ 
ries,  has  reduced  the  size  of  the  Pyramid 
some  tiro  acres,  so  that  now  it  covers  but 
eleven  acres  of  ground,  whereas  originally 
it  covered  thirteen.  Outside  of  all  this  was 
a  pavement  of  granite,  extending  forty  feet 
from  the  base,  which  surrounded  the  whole. 

By  the  time  we  had  returned,  the  sheik 
was  on  hand  with  his  swarthy  guides  around 
him,  and  we  prepared  to  enter  the  Pyra¬ 
mid.  It  was  not  intended  to  be  entered. 
If  it  had  been  so  designed — as  it  is  the 
largest  building  in  the  world — it  would 
have  had  a  lofty  gateway  in  keeping  with 
its  enormous  proportions,  like  the  temples 
of  Upper  Egypt.  But  it  is  not  a  temple, 
nor  a  place  for  ^sembly  or  for  worship,  nor 
even  a  lofty,  vamted  place  of  burial,  like  the 
tombs  of  the  Medici  in  Florence,  or  other 
royal  Mausoleums.  Except  the  King’s  and 
Queen’s  chambers  (which  are  called  cham¬ 
bers  by  courtesy,  not  being  large  enough 
for  ordinary  bedrooms  in  a  royal  palace, 
but  more  like  a  hermit’s  rocky  cell,)  the 
whole  Pyramid  is  one  mass  of  stone,  as 
solid  as  the  cliff  of  El  Capitan  in  the  Yo 
Semite  valley.  The  only  entrance  is  by  the 
narrow  passage  already  described ;  and  even 
this  was  walled  up  so  as  to  be  concealed.  If 
it  was  intended  for  a  tomb,  whoever  built  it 
sealed  it  up,  that  its  secret  might  remain  for- 


stone  the  tei^perature  is  preserved  at  an 
absolute  equilibrium,  so  that  there  is  no  ex¬ 
pansion  by  heat  and  no  contraction  by  cold. 
What  are  all  the  observatories  of  Green¬ 
wich,  and  Paris,  and  Pnlkowa,  to  such  a 
rock-built  citadel  as  the  Great  Pyramid  ? 

But  not  only  was  the  Pyramid  designed 
to  stand  right  in  its  position  towards  the 
earth  and  the  heavenly  bodies 


but  also, 

and  perhaps  chiefly  (so  argues  Prof.  Smyth) 
was  it  designed  for  metrological  (not  meteor¬ 
ological)  purposes — to  furnish  an  exact  stand¬ 
ard  of  weights  and  measures.  The  unit  of 
lineal  measure  used  in  the  Pyramid  he  finds 
to  correspond  not  to  the  English  foot,  nor  to 
the  French  metre,  but  to  the  Hebrew  cubit. 
This  is  certainly  a  curious  coincidence,  but 
may  it  not  prove  simply  that  the  latter  was 
derived  from  the  former  ?  Moses  was  learn¬ 
ed  in  all  the  wisdom  of  the  Egyptians,  and 
may  have  brought  from  the  Valley  of  the 
Nile  weights  and  measures,  as  well  as  ens- 
toms  and  laws. 

But  this  cubit  itself,  wherever  it  came 
from,  has  some  very  remarkable  corre¬ 
spondences.  French  and  English  mathe¬ 
maticians  and  astronomers  have  had  great 
difficulty  to  fix  upon  an  exact  standard  of 
lineal  measure.  Their  method  has  been  to 
take  some  length  which  had  an  exact  rela¬ 
tion  to  one  of  the  unchangeable  spaces  or 
distances  of  the  globe  itself.  Thus  the  Eng¬ 
lish  inch  is  one  five  hundred  millionth  part 
of  the  axis  of  the  earth.

THE  SUNDAY  QUESTION.

Equally  evI%U)t  is  it  that  they  were  able  to 
measure  the  solar  year,  as  exactly  as  modern 
astronomers.  Taking  the  sacred  cubit  as  the 
unit  of  measure,  there  are  in  each  side  of  the 
Pyramid  just  365)^  cubits,  which  gives  not 
only  the  number  of  days  in  the  year,  but  the 
six  hours  over  I 

That  it  was  built  for  astronomical  pur¬ 
poses,  seems  probable  from  its  very  struc. 
tore.  Never  was  there  such  an  observatory 
in  the  world.  Its  pinnacle  is  the  loftiest 
ever  placed  in  air  by  human  hands.  It 
seems  as  if  the  Pyramid  were  built  like  the 
tower  of  Babel,  that  its  top  might  “  touch 
heaven.  ’’  From  that  great  height  one  has 
almost  a  perfect  horizon,  looking  off  upon 
the  level  valley  of  the  Nile.  Who  can  doubt 
that  the  priests  and  astrologers  of  Egypt  often 
climbed  to  that  point,  and  there  sat  all  night 
long,  looking  at  the  constellations  through 
that  clear  and  cloudless  sky ;  watching 
Orion  and  the  Pleiades,  as  they  rose  over 
the  Mokattam  Hills  on  the  other  side  of  the 
Nile,  and  set  behind  the  hills  of  the  Libyan 
desert. 

So  apparent  is  it  that  the  construction  of 
the  Pyramid  had  some  reference  to  the 
stars,  that  Professor  Proctor,  when  in  this 
city  last  Winter,  argued  in  a  lecture  that  it 
was  erected  for  purposes  of  astrology  ! 

There  is  another  very  curious  fact  in  the 
Pyramid,  that  the  passage  by  which  it  is  en¬ 
tered  points  directly  to  the'N  'rth  Star,  and 
yet  not  to  the  North  Star  that  now  is,  but 
to  the  Alpha  Draconis,  which  was  the  North 
Star  four  thousand  years  ago.  This  is  one 
way  in  which  the  age  of  the  Pyramid  is  de¬ 
termined,  for  it  is  found  by  the  most  exact 
calculations  that  2170  years  before  Christ,  a 
man  placed  at  the  bottom  of  that  passage, 
as  at  the  bottom  of  a  well,  and  looking  up¬ 
ward  through  that  shaft,  as  if  he  were  look¬ 
ing  through  the  great  telescope  of  Lord 
Rosse,  would  fix  his  eye  exactly  on  the  North 
Star— the  pole  around  which  was  revolving 
the  whole  celestial  sphere.  As  is  well  known, 
this  central  point  of  the  heavens  changes 
in  the  lapse  of  ages,  but  that  s'ar  will  come 
around  to  the  same  point  in  25,800  years 
more,  when,  if  the  Pyramid  be  still  stand¬ 
ing,  the  observers  of  that  remote  period  can 
again  look  upward  and  see  Alpha  Draconis 
on  his  throne,  and  mark  how  the  stars  “re¬ 
turn  again  ’’  to  their  places  in  the  everlast¬ 
ing  revolutions  of  the  heavens. 

As  to  the  measurement  of  lime,  all  who 
have  visited  astronomical  observatories 
know  the  extreme  and  almost  infinite  care 
taken  to  obtain  an  even  temperature  for 
clocks.  The  slightest  increase  of  tempera¬ 
ture  may  elongate  the  pendulum,  and  so 
affect  the  duration  of  a  second,  and  this, 
though  it  be  so  infinitesimal  a  portion  of 
time  as  to  be  almost  inappreciable,  yet  be¬ 
comes  important  to  the  accuracy  of  compu¬ 
tations,  when  a  unit  has  to  be  multiplied  by 
hundreds  of  millions,  as  it  is  in  calculating 
the  distances  of  the  heavenly  bodies.  To 
obviate  this  difficulty,  astronomical  clocks 
are  sometimes  placed  in  apartments  under 
ground,  closed  in  with  thick  walls,  (where 
ev«i  the  door  is  rarely  opened,  but  the  ob¬ 
servations  are  made  through  a  glass  win-

Genei^  Hawley  has  nothing  to  conceal  from

?[uestion  or  on  any  other ;  nobody  who  votes 
or  or  against  him  need  be  in  the  least  doubt 
about  his  principles. 

The  question  of  opening  the  Exhibition  on 
Sunday  was  only  raised  after  it  was  impossi¬ 
ble  in  good  faith  that  it  could  be  opened.  It 
was  originally  taken  for  granted  that  the 
"  American  way  ’’  would  Ira  followed.  It  has 
never  been  the  habit  in  America  to  open  fairs 
on  Sunday ;  our  own,  as  well  as  the  English 
exhibitors  in  Paris  and  Vienna  had  covered 
their  goods  on  Sund^.  No  one  thought  of  do¬ 
ing  anything  else.  The  first  act  of  Congress 
authorizing  the  Exposition  said  that  it  would 
be  closed  on  Sundays.  It  was  on  this  under¬ 
standing  that  a  large  part  of  the  exhibitors 
and  subscribers  contributed.  And  when  the 
day  of  opening  arrived  it  was  altogether  too 
late  to  consider  the  question,  even  if  it  could 
at  any  time  have  been  opened  with  a  preser¬ 
vation  of  the  national  self-respect.  We  have 
our  way  about  Sunday,  and  the  continent  of 
Eui'ope  has  Its  way ;  and  we  venture  to  say 
that  no  right-minded  foreigner  thinks  the 
worse  of  us  for  adhering  to  our  own  way.  At 
any  rate  when  the  question  arose,  the  contract 
with  exhibitors  made  in  the  original  acts  and 
circulars  could  not  be  broken. 

And  the  “  American  way  ’’  has  been  vindicat¬ 
ed.  No  one  who  has  seen  the  Exhibition  for 
many  weeks  at  a  time,  and  the  immense  strain 
it  is  upon  managers,  attendants,  exhibitors, 
and  visitors,  is  not  grateful  for  the  rest  of  ore 
day  in  seven. 

General  Hawley’s  conduct  has  been  perfect¬ 
ly  consistent  with  his  vote.

Jewish  Tabernacle  ;  that  as  Moe^s  was  com¬ 
manded  to  fashion  everything  according  to 
the  pattern  showed  to  him  in  the  Mount,  so 
some  ancient  King  of  Egypt,  working  under 
Divine  inspiration,  bnilded  better  than  he 
knew,  and  wrought  into  enduiing  stone, 
truths  which  he  did  not  perhaps  himself  un¬ 
derstand,  but  which  were  to  be  revealed  in 
the  last  time,  and  to  testify  to  a  later  gen¬ 
eration  the  manifold  wisdom  of  God.  As  to 
its  age  he  places  it  somewhere  between  the 
time  of  Noah  and  the  calling  of  Abraham. 
Dr.  Grant  even  thinks  it  was  built  before  the 
death  of  Noah  I  But  mankind  could  hardly 
have  multiplied  in  the  earth  in  the  lifetime 
of  even  the  oldest  of  the  patriarchs,  so  as 
to  be  capable  of  building  such  monuments. 
The  theory  is  that  it  was  not  built  by  an 
Egyptian  architect.  There  is  a  tradition 
mentioned  in  Herodotus  of  a  shepherd  who 
came  from  a  distant  country,  from  the  East, 
who  had  much  to  do  with  the  building  of 
the  Pyramid,  and  was  regarded  as  a  heaven¬ 
ly  visitant  and  director.  Prof.  Smyth  thinks 
it  probable,  that  this  visitor  was  Melchise- 
dec  !  He  even  gives  the  Pyramid  a  pro¬ 
phetic*  character,  and  thinks  that  the  dif¬ 
ferent  passages  and  chambers  are  designed 
to  be  symbolical  of  the  different  economies 
through  which  God  educates  the  race.  The 
entrance  at  first  descends.  That  may  repre¬ 
sent  the  gradual  decadence  of  mankind  to 
the  time  of  the  Flood,  or  even  to  the  call  of 
Abraham.  Then  the  passage  begins  to  as¬ 
cend,  but  slowly  and  painfully,  which  repre¬ 
sents  the  Jewish  Dispensation,  when  men 
were  struggling  toward  the  light.

not  say  anything  in  contradiction;  of  thej 
truth  he  statedly  preaches.  He  must  not 
attribute  to  the  dead  excellences  of  charac¬ 
ter  which  they  did  not  possess. 

Ordinarily  it  is  well  for  him  to  have  but 
little  to  say  of  the  dead,  but  there  are  times 
when  no  other  theme  will  be  so  prominent. 
So  saintly  was  the  spirit,  so  useful  the  life, 
BO  bright  and  shining  the  example,  that  to 
the  praise  of  Qod’s  grace  it  must  be  dwelt 
upon.  What  every  one  in  the  congregation 
would  expect  to  hear,  ought  not  to  be  left

through  a  foreign  medium :  but  we  remember 
hearing  of  a  missionary,  rather  famous  for 
the  number  of  languages  he  was  said  to  know, 
who  in  giving  out  in  a  familiar  character  the 
hymn  “  I’m  a  pilgrim,”  innocently  abbreviat¬ 
ed  the  line,  and  virtually  said  “Sing  ‘I’m  a 
pill  ’  ” ;  and  another  as  innocently  (in  the  com¬ 
mencement  of  his  career,  )substituted  the  word 
“donkey  ”  for  an  essential  of  the  Christian  re¬ 
ligion,  frequently  emphasizing  the  importance 
of  believing  and  accepting  it !  The  people  (who 
are  generally  very  kind  and  good-natured  in 
overlooking  the  mistakes  of  foreigners,)  re¬ 
ceived  the  strange  injunction  with  the  most 
complacent  respect,  looking  serenely  into  the 
speaker’s  face,  as  if  he  were  uttering  a  pro¬ 
found  and  solemn  truth.

est,  as  the  minister  of  God,  in  all  you  say. 
If  there  be  a  special  admoniiion  in  the  Prov¬ 
idence  that  has  brought  you  together,  do 
not  fear  to  indicate  and  enforce  it.  There 
is  more  fairness  in  the  minds  of  men  than 
many  think.  A  truly  kind,  sympathetic, 
plain-spoken  minister  rarely  gives  offence 
upon  such  occasions  ;  while  the  preacher 
who  lauds  the  dead  beyond  measure,  is  al¬ 
ways  severely  criticised. 

I  never  yet  attended  a  funeral  where  a  lit¬ 
urgy  was  exclusively  used,  or  where  silence 
was  the  preacher,  that  diminished  my  at¬ 
tachment  to  our  Presbyterian  customs.  I 
once  lived  in  a  place  where  social  parties 
had  been  abandoned,  for  the  reason  that  to 
discriminate  in  issuing  the  invitations,  gave 
offence.  I  never  could  see  the  wisdom  in 
thus  deferring  to  the  unreasonable  and  the 
captious.  When  I  do,  I  shall  be  likely  to 
favor  an  established  form  of  words,  or  none, 
upon  all  funeral  occasions ;  so  that  every 
one  shall  fare  alike.  Until  then,  I  shall 
maintain  my  faith  in  the  fitness  and  wisdom 
of  so  discriminating  in  the  use  of  words 
as  to  make  speech  and  prayer  conform  to 
truth  and  facts. 


accept.  It  might  compromise  us  if  he  re¬ 
fused.  I  didn’t  agree  with  him  ;  and  sev¬ 
eral  of  the  brethren  thought  as  I  did.  But 
as  Deacon  Wilbone  is  the  leadin’  member 
of  our  society — which  means  as  he  pays  the 
most  pew-rent — ^he  carried  his  point  with 
this  clincher,  that  “  he  didn’t  want  our  so¬ 
ciety  to  get  into  bad  odor,  like  a  fellow  that 
had  ‘  got  the  mitten.’  ” 

Then  the  question  arose — how  determine 
if  he  would  accept  ?  The  deacon  said  he’d 
manage  that ;  and  we  left  the  matter  with 
him. 

Now  it  so  happened  that  Mr.  Wilkins- 
field’s  Presbytery  met  in  a  neighboring 
town  a  few  days  after,  and  Deacon  Wilbone 
went  over.  I  heard  from  some  friends  how 
he  worked  it.  As  he  wasn’t  a  member  of 
Presbytery  he  staid  at  the  hotel.  He  was 
as  much  of  a  study  as  a  resurrected  sphinx. 
He  didn’t  come  to  buy  goods ;  he  didn’t 
come  to  visit  friends ;  he  didn’t  come  for 
his  health.  What  did  he  come  for  ?  People  | 
about  the  hotel  actually  suspected  bis  san¬ 
ity  ;  but  the  deacon  kept  his  own  counsel. 
Only  one  man  knew  what  he  came  for ;  and 
only  one  srupected  his  errand.  The  man 
who  knew  was  Bev.  Dr.  Brane  ;  the  man 
who  suspected  was  Bev.  Mr.  Wilkinsfield. 

As  Dr.  Brane  had  been  Mr.  Wilkinsfield’s 
teacher,  and  was  supposed  to  have  a  great 
deal  of  influence  with  him.  Deacon  Wilbone 
entrusted  to  him  the  delicate  nature  of  his 
errand,  and  enlisted  his  aid,  that  “  neither 
the  church  nor  the  minister  might  be  com¬ 
promised." 

Mr.  Wilkinsfield  preached  the  opening 
sermon.  Deacon  Wilbone  attended ;  sat  in 
a  rear  comer  seat ;  wiped  his  glasses  ;  ad¬ 
justed  them ;  folded  his  arms ;  and  sat  in 
the  important  combined  capacities  of  a  com¬ 
mittee  of  one  and  committee  of  the  whole, 
to  decide  whether  the  young  man  could 
preach  good  enough  for  the  Presbyterian 
church  of  Backwoods.

The  deacon  attended  and  each  time  report¬ 
ed  favorably  to  himself.  At  the  close  of  the 
Sunday-school  meetin’  he  sought  Dr.  Brane, 
and  said  “  Well,  Doctor,  I  think  he’ll  do.

brethren  in  the  ministry.  I  am  a  decided 
advocate  for  funeral  sermons.

Many  a  family 
has  thus  been  influenced  to  become  stated 
attendants  upon  the  means  of  grace. 

It  is  asked  whether  there  are  any  well-au¬ 
thenticated  instances  of  conversion  resulting 
from  funeral  sermons.  Becently  I  was  in  a 
company  of  ministers,  and  this  subject  be¬ 
came  the  topic  of  conversation.  One  of 
them  related  an  incident  directly  in  point. 
A  young  man,  who  was  then  in  the  minis¬ 
try,  called  on  him,  and  during  the  interview 
reminded  him  of  a  certain  funeral  sermon 
he  had  preached  years  before,  to  which,  un¬ 
der  God,  he  directly  attributed  his  recep¬ 
tion  of  the  truth.  Other  cases  might  be 
given,  but  I  feel  very  much  as  though  it 
would  be  like  mentioning  successful  results 
of  carefully-instituted  “  prayer  tests.” 

If  religion  is  of  any  value,  and  its  services 
eminently  fitting  anywhere,  they  are  so  when 
we  bury  the  dead.  The  night  of  bereave¬ 
ment  enables  us  to  behold  the  glories  of  the 
heavenly  world,  as  they  could  not  be  seen  in 
the  days  of  prosperity.

The  Miieionary  Side. 

If,  as  we  have  endeavored  to  show,  the  For¬ 
eign  missionary  cannot  expect  to  be  thorough¬ 
ly  understood  by  the  people  among  whom  he 
labors,  it  is  equally  true  that  he  can  never 
fully  enter  into  their  circle  of  thought  and 
feeling,  so  diametrically  opposed  to  his  own. 
It  is  most  natural  for  him  to  judge  of  men  and 
things  by  the  standard  to  which  his  own  life 
has  been  subjected.  But  in  the  application  of 
established  principles  to  the  raw  material 
which  is  striving  to  mould,  he  is  often  as 
muc’u  puzzled  as  a  chemist  in  making  experi¬ 
ments  with  new  combinations.  There  are  un¬ 
looked  for  manifestations,  sudden  explosions, 
which  scatter  his  preconceived  ideas  to  the 
winds,  and  startle  his  mind  into  unwonted  ac¬ 
tivity.  His  patience  is  sorely  tried  and  his 
soul  perplexed  by  what  appears  to  him  per¬ 
verse  and  wilful  stupidity,  or  downright  dis¬ 
honesty,  in  those  whom  he  has  trusted,  and 
from  whom  he  expected  better  things.  After 
repeated  experiences,  he  learns  that  the  true 
Oriental  cannot  understand  direct  dealing — ^the 
plain,  honest,  straightforward  Anglo-Saxon 
method  of  coming  at  once  to  the  point,  as  the 
most  manly  and  honorable  way  of  doing  busi¬ 
ness.  Wearisome  and  childish  discussions 
over  non-essentials,  reasoning  4lt, a  circle,  go¬ 
ing  back  upon  the  same  crooked  track  after 
having  committed  himself  to  another  course, 
and  a  secret,  underhand  way  of  effecting  his 
purpose,  are  most  congenial  to  the  native  mind, 
which  instinctively  conceals  the  true  motive  of 
action. 

Conscience  is,  in  general,  an  unknown  quan¬ 
tity  in  his  inner  life ;  he  has  no  innate  sense 
of  rectitude.  Veracity  is  not  to  be  looked  for, 
and  the  stronger  the  assertion,  the  lees  is  it  to 
be  believed.  An  unqualified  negative  seems 
to  him  hard,  even  cruel,  and  he  will  not  be¬ 
lieve  it  is  really  meant  until  compelled  to  do 
so  I  In  seeking  a  favor,  he  prefers  the  media¬ 
tion  of  a  third  party,  and  thinks  to  gain  his 
end  by  soft,  persuasive  eloquence  and  flattery 
— the  invariable  preface  to  a  petition. 

The  foundations  of  society  are  all  out  of 
course.  In  business  transactions  every  man 
is  a  law  unto  himself.  System,  regularity, 
fixed  prices,  are  unknown.  Mutually  suspi¬ 
cious,  the  buyer  and  seller  are  in  direct  an¬ 
tagonism  ;  and  the  same  scene  of  miserable 
bickering  and  wrangling  is  repeated  with  every 
purchase  or  contract.  Like  Lot,  when  dwell¬ 
ing  in  Sodom,  the  “righteous  soul”  of  the 
missionary  “  is  vexed  from  day  to  day  with 
their  unlawful  deeds  ” ;  his  time  is  consumed 
and  his  temper  tried  by  dealings  with  those 
who  look  upon  the  “  Englise  ”  as  lawful  prey, 
and  set  no  bounds  to  their  greed  and  over¬ 
reaching  propensity !  Of  self-control  and  for¬ 
bearance  under  provocation,  the  untrained, 
uncultivated  native  has  no  conception,  and 
unless  restrained  by  a  wholesome  fear,  will 
turn  and  rend  the  one  whose  favor  he  has  just 
entreated  so  sweetly !  Accustomed  to  give  full 
sway  to  his  passions,  the  quiet  patience,  or 
mild  remonstrance  of  the  missionary  to  his 
impertinence^r  impudence,  is  quickly  con¬ 
strued  as  fear,  or  evidence  of  being  cowed, 
and  serves  to  encourage  and  embolden  him  in 
his  utterances.  It  may  require  years  to  learn 
that — as  with  children — a  strong,  courageous, 
well  governed  hand  on  the  reins,  and  a  timely 
rebuke — administered  according  to  Paul’s  ad¬ 
vice  to  Titus,  “  Bebuke  them  sharply  that  they 
may  be  sound  in  the  faith  ’’—will  soon  restore 
the  scattered  senses,  and  compel  respect,  if 
not  admiration,  for  one  who  is  confessedly 
stronger.  This  is  emphatically  true  of  the 
lower  classes,  who  imperatively  require  such 
fatherly  governance.  Unaccustomed  to  liberty 
in  its  truest  sense,  they  mistake  it  for  license ; 
and  unused  to  the  possession  of  power,  their 
arrogant  assumption,  when  elevated  as  mem¬ 
bers  of  a  new  community,  especially  if  in  the 
seniority  and  majority,  is  only  excusable  on 
the  score  of  ignorance  and  lack  of  m  ral  stam¬ 
ina. 

Trying  as  all  these  conflicting  elemenui  prove 
to  the  missionary,  he  is  the  better  enabled  to 
endure  by  calling  to  mind  the  inestimable 
blessing  of  a  godly  ancestry,  arul  of  birth  and 
education  in  a  Christian  country,  with  the  im¬ 
measurable  influences  that  combine  to  form 
character ;  and  how  many,  at  home,  who  have 
enjoyed  all  these  privileges,  are  more  culpa¬ 
ble  ? 

The  Language. 

Not  the  least  of  the  hindrances  in  the  way 
of  the  foreign  worker  is  the  “confusion  of 
tongues.”  This  disadvantage  is  of  course 
more  strongly  realized  in  the  early  years  of 
missionary  life.  The  teacher  in  mission  schools 
is  embarrassed  in  utterance,  and  consciousness

At  the  present  day  the  enemies  of  the 
Gospel  are  employing  every  means  to  un¬ 
dermine  the  confidencp  of  the  people  in  it — 
to  weaken  their  attachment  to  it.  How  it 
would  gratify  them  if  the  custom  of  having 
religious  exercises  at  funerals  could  be  en¬ 
tirely  abolished — ^if  the  service  were  per¬ 
formed  by  the  presiding  officer  of  some 
mere  secular  organization,  or  if  all  forms 
were  dispensed  with,  except  as  sentimental 
taste  might  dictate  in  each  instance,  and  the 
dead  be  interred  with  no  speech  or  thought 
of  God  and  eternity,  of  Christ  and  his  sal¬ 
vation.  There  is  more  influence  exerted  in 
behalf  of  the  Gospel  by  funeral  services,  as 
now  ordinarily  conducted,  than  is  generally 
supposed,  and  it  is  most  unwise  to  eliminate 
from  them  a  large  share  of  their  religious 
character.  In  proportion  as  this  predomi¬ 
nates,  as  appropriate  distinctive  Gospel  truth 
is  wisely  presented,  will  they  make  their  pow¬ 
er  felt  for  good. 

Time  was  when  in  the  rural  sections  of  our 
land  every  occasion  that  brought  the  people 
together,  even  the  building  of  a  bridge  or 
the  raising  of  a  barn,  had  to  be  improved 
by  the  preaching  of  a  sermon.  In  those 
days  the  people  loved  to  hear,  and  the  min¬ 
ister  to  preach,  the  word  of  life.

Does  it  not  seem  as  though 
the  ministry  of  our  day,  instead  of  seeking 
opportunities  to  proclaim  the  glad  tidings  of 
great  joy  as  the  fathers  did,  seek  rather  to 
lessen  the  calls  upon  them  to  preach  the 
word  ?  Not  that  I  would  accuse  them  of  in¬ 
dolence — far  from  it — but  that  it  is  a  grave 
question  whether  their  hearts  are  as  much  in 
the  work  of  preaching  as  its  preeminent  im¬ 
portance  requires. 

I  am  well  aware  that  funeral  sermons  are 
a  great  tax  upon  the  ministry.  But  what 
business  has  any  man  in  the  ministry  who 
is  not  ready  to  endure  hardness  as  a  good 
soldier  of  Jesus  Christ  ?  These  occasions 
are  very  frequently  most  trying  to  him.  To 
meet  them  aright  requires  great  wisdom  and 
discretion.  But  he  knows  where  wisdom 
can  be  obtained  by  the  mere  asking  for  it, 
and  the  path  to  the  place  he  ought  to  keep 
well  trodden.  Here,  too,  peculiar  tempta¬ 
tions  assail  him.  But  he  need  not  yield  to 
them.  Let  him  take  into  prayerful  consid¬ 
eration  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  and 
speak  08  he  believes  his  Master  would  have 
spoken  in  the  days  of  his  flesh.  His  object 
should  be  to  comfort  the  sorrowing,  and  to 
benefit  the  community.

Our  very  wise  and  philosophic  friends 
and  “advanced  thinkers”  of  to-day,  who 
boast  of  their  own  superior  light,  and  of 
their  freedom  from  the  shackles  of  super¬ 
stition  and  bigotry  which  galled  and  re¬ 
pressed  men  in  former  times,  little  think 
that  they  are  only  feebly  following  in  the 
steps  of  freethinkers  of  other  days.  At  best 
it  is  only  the  old  fight  renewed  now,  and 
from  lime  to  time,  under  slightly  varying 
phases.  Of  this  you  aud  your  readers  will 
be  reminded  by  the  following  extract  from 
an  English  periodical  printed  in  1754:

“  I  believe  that  there  is  no  God,  but  that 
matter  is  God,  and  God  is  matter  ;  and  that 
it  is  no  matter  whether  there  is  any  God  or 
no.

beginning  ;  that  it  will  last  forever,  world 
without  end. 

“  I  believe  that  man  is  a  beast ;  that  the 
soul  is  the  body,  and  the  body  the  soul,  and 
that  after  death  there  is  neither  body  nor 
soul. 

“I  believe  that  there  is  no  religion  ;  that 
natural  reli^on  is  the  only  religion  ;  and 
that  all  religion  is  unnatural. 

“  I  believe  not  in  Moses  ;  I  believe  in  the 
First  Philosophy  ;  I  believe  not  in  the  Evan¬ 
gelists  ;  I  believe  in  Chubb,  Collins,  Toland, 
Tindall,  Morgan,  Mandeville,  Woolston, 
Hobbes,  Shaftesbury ;  I  believe  in  Lord 
Bolingbroke  ;  I  believe  not  in  St.  Paul. 

“  I  believe  not  in  Revelation  ;  I  believe  in 
tradition  ;  I  believe  in  the  Talmud,  I  believe 
in  the  Alcoran,  I  believe  not  in  the  Bible ; 
I  believe  in  Socrates,  I  believe  in  Confucius, 
I  believe  in  Sanconiathon,  I  believe  in  Ma¬ 
homet,  I  believe  not  in  Christ. 

“  Lastly,  I  believe  in  all  unbelief.”

Elored  that  she  should  be  permitted  to  lay  i 
ands  on  the  sick.  She  went,  prayed,  and  : 
laid  her  hands  on  them.  They  recovei^.  j 
In  1852  she  joined  her  brothers  and  sister,  I 
who  lived  at  Mknnedorf,  in  the  house  left  I 
by  the  uncle.  Having  taken  a  vow  to  devote  i 
the  life  to  the  benefit  of  her  neighbors,  she 
visited  all  who  were  afflicted  in  mind  or  body, 
and  laid  hands  on  them  with  fervent  prayer.  I 
Amongst  her  first  patients  was  the  widow  of  ' 
a  pastor,  whom  grief  had  deprived  of  rea- 1 
son.  After  trying  several  asylums,  at  all  of  ' 
which  the  poor  woman’s  malady  increased,  ' 
the  relations  besought  Dorothea  to  under- 1 
take  the  case.  In  a  short  time  the  sufferer  , 
was  restored  to  her  family,  perfectly  well,  ! 
and  has  remained  so  ever  since. 

Soon  after,  Dorothea  was  urged  to  open  a  , 
house  for  the  sick  and  insane.  After  much  | 
hesitation  she  did  so,  and  it  was  rapidly  ' 
filled.  ! 

Her  system  was  but  prayer,  and  anointing 
with  oil,  according  to  Scripture  precept.  | 
She  believed  that  all  illness  was  a  trial  cans- ' 
ed  by  the  evil  one,  a  trial  which  must  be  re- 1 
sisted  spiritually.  With  this  view  she  ex¬ 
plained  to  her  patients  the  truth  as  it  ap- 1 
peared  to  her  to  be  laid  down  in  the  Gos- 1 
pel,  that  the  object  of  our  Lord’s  dealings 
with  all  his  people  is  to  restore  them  to  his 
image,  and  give  them  strength  to  walk  in  a  . 
new  life.  She  analyzed  the  characters  of  her  ' 
patients  with  a  startling  exactness,  and  ex- 1 
posed  to  their  view  the  mental  evil  which  1 
they  had  individually  to  struggle  with.  I 
The  doctor  of  Maunedorf  appealed  to  the  ! 
inspector  of  health  as  to  whether  such  an  '■ 
establishment  should  be  tolerated  in  the ' 
canton  of  Zurich.  In  consequence,  Doro- ! 
thea  was  fined  a  hundred  and  fifty  francs,  ! 
and  wa9  ordered  to  clear  her  houses. 

Unable  to  submit  to  such  a  decision,  she 
appealed  to  the  supreme  tribunal  of  Zurich. 
It  seemed  likely  that  her  appeal  would  be 
rejected.  Her  friends  were  anxious  and  dis¬ 
pirited  ;  but  Dorothea  retired  to  pray.  This 
was  her  prayer :  “  See,  Lord,  the  Council 
of  Health  orders  me  to  send  away  my  sick 
ones  ;  but  I  know  that  I  must  only  obey 
thee.  Show  me  in  thy  Word  what  is  thy 
will.”  She  then  opened  her  Bible,  and  took 
as  an  answer  the  words  contained  in  Daniel : 
vi.  26,  27.  From  lha"  moment  she  awaited  ; 
the  issue  of  the  trial  with  calm  courage.  i 
At  last,  M.  Spondlin,  the  advocate  who 
had  undertaken  the  case,  was  successful, 
and  Dorothea  was  acquitted  unanimously. 
The  formal  decree  of  the  supreme  tribunal, 
after  reciting  the  facts  of  the  case,  held  that 
Mdlle.  Trudel  had  not  infringed  the  Medical 
Law,  which  forbids  the  practice  of  medicine 
without  a  legal  authorization,  inasmuch  as 
she  had  not  administered  any  internal  or 
external  remedy,  all  her  practices  having 
merely  a  symbolical  meaaing. 

Some  came  to  her,  hoping  that  by  a  sub¬ 
tle  mesmeric  influence  she  would  banish 
their  bodily  sufferings  ;  her  honestly  out¬ 
spoken  views  soon  convinced  such  seekers 
that  Dorothea’s  system  was  not  one  which 
would  suit  either  their  views  or  inclinations. 
Until  three  weeks  before  her  death  she  work¬ 
ed  unremittingly,  never  sparing  herself  in 
any  way,  living  a  simple  life  of  devotion  to 
duty  and  self-sacrifice.  Her  views  will  be 
best  seen  by  a  few  extracts  from  her  letters 
and  discourses : 

“There ‘are  sentimental  Christians,  fair- 
weather  Christians,  imaginative  Christians, 
talkative  Christians,  fashionable  Christians, 
automaton  Christians,  and  half  Christians. 
Strive  to  be  faithful.  Biblical,  apostolic,  au¬ 
thentic,  sincere  Christians.”

[We  last  week  published  a  letter  written  by  Mrs. 
George  Mttller,  recounting  the  evangelistic  labors 
of  her  hasband  (since  leaving  Great  Britain)  in 
France  and  Switzerland,  and  especially  mentioning 
their  visit  to  Aiannedorf,  the  scene  of  the  benefi¬ 
cent  labors  of  Dorothea  Trudel,  with  whose  spirit 
of  faith  and  self-Mcrifice  they  are  evidently  in 
deep  sympathy.

No  doctor  visits  the  patients, 
and  no  medicines  are  administered  ;  yet  the 
number  of  well  attested  cases  of  cure  is  quite 
astonishing.  In  this  respect  Mannedorf  can 
comjmre  favorably  with  the  best-equipped 
hospitals.  How  far  this  may  be  traceable  to 
the  bracing  atmosphere  and  exercise  on  land 
and  water,  to  genial  intercourse  with  the  kind 
Christian  friends  who  frequent  this  sanito- 
rium,  and  to  the  power  of  sacred  music,  so 
much  practised  here,  we  cannot  say.

Some  iuteresting  particulars  respecting 
Dorothea  Trudel  and  her  work  were  given  by 
Mrs.  Hall  some  time  ago  in  the  Sunday 
Magazine. 

She  was  brought  up  in  great  pover^  by 
an  excellent  and  self-denying  mother.  From 
earliest  youth  Dorothea  had  two  striking 
examples  before  her  eyes  in  the  widely- 
differing  oharaoteis  of  her  parents :  the 
weak,  selfish  father,  living  for  himself,  wast¬ 
ing  the  family  substance,  and  bringing  mis¬ 
ery  on  all  around  ;  and  the  patient,  gentle, 
i  cheerful  mother,  whose  industry  kept  a  home 
for  hfr  children,  whose  courage  never  flag- 
I  ged,  whose  spirit  never  quelled  under  injus¬ 
tice,  and  who  seemed  to  have  an  intuitive 
I  knowledge  of  things  she  had  never  learned. 
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Self-dependent  would  be  the  ordinary 
term  given  to  a  character  so  strong  as  was 
that  of  Madame  Tmdel ;  but  she  deemed  it 
far  otherwise,  and  in  her  homely  language 
thanked  God  for  having  led  her  to  lean  only 
on  him,  by  depriving  her  of  all  earthly  ad¬ 
vice  or  aid. 

Acenstomed  to  hard  work  from  early  child¬ 
hood,  Dorothea  had  but  little  education. 
Her  only  book  was  the  Bible  ;  her  views 
concerning  it  were  founded  on  her  mother’s 
practice. 

Were  any  of  the  children  ill,  Madame 
Tradel  called  no  doctor — she  only  prayed 
for  the  child.  On  one  occasion  one  of  the 
children  was  seized  with  epileptic  fits — he 
lay  on  the  ground  and  foamed  at  the  mouth. 

“  I  know  this  terrible  malady,  my  chil¬ 
dren.  Jesus,  who  enred  the  lunatic,  can 
cure  this  dear  one.”  She  knelt  and  prayed, 
and  the  attack  passed  off. 

This  simple  faith  seemed  to  many  ridicu¬ 
lous,  and  Madame  Trudel  had  to  endure  not 
only  the  hard  contempt  of  her  husband,  but 
the  well  meant  remonstrances  of  those  who 
believed  themselves  to  be  better  acquaint¬ 
ed  with  truth  and  religion.

sacrifice  are  the  key-notes.  She  studiously 
taught  all  who  came  to  her  that  she  could 
do  nothing  ;  that  no  power  was  hers  ;  that 
she  could  ouly  direct  them  to  him  who  was 
truth  and  life. 

On  the  20th  day  of  August,  1862,  she 
died,  after  a  short  attack  of  fever.  She  had 
a  presentiment  of  approaching  death,  which 
led  her  to  take  leave  of  all  the  inmates  of 
her  house  ere  she  retired  to  her  room,  which 
she  was  never  to  leave  again  alive.  With 
her  last  words  she  exhorted  those  whom 
she  had  so  long  termed  her  children  to  obey 
the  word  of  God  faithfully.

pause  of  solemn  wonder — a  single  power 
!  through  the  whole,  and  that  a  living  one  ! 
But  there  is  more  behind.  This  power,  co¬ 
extensive  though  it  is  with  nature,  is  not 
all ;  beyond  her  level  we  are  to  think  of  a 
“higher  life,”  to  which  her  laws  and  his¬ 
tory  do  but  give  functional  ei^resslon.  Say 
we  then  really  think  out  this  “idea”  of  a 
life  “  higher  ”  than  what  is  supreme  in  the 
world — higher,  therefore,  than  the  human. 
But  scale  of  height  above  that  point  we  do 
not  possess,  except  in  gradation  of  intellec¬ 
tual  and  moral  sublimity  ;  and  either  that 
ideal  life  must  cease  to  live,  or  must  come 
before  our  thought  as  transcendent  mind 
and  will,  on  a  scale  comprehending  as  well 
as  permeating  the  universe.  With  any 
guide  who  brings  me  higher,  I  sit  down  with 
joy  and  rest.  It  is  the  mountain-top  which 
shows  all  things  in  larger  relations  and 
through  a  more  lustrous  air  ;  and  every 
feature — the  great  build  of  the  world  close 
at  hand  ;  the  thinning  of  the  everlasting 
snows  as  they  stop  and  melt  toward  human 
life  ;  the  opening  of  sweet  valleys  below  the 
earlier  and  wilder  pines ;  and  the  final 
plains  teeming  in  their  silence  with  indus¬ 
try  and  thought — is  better  understood  than 
from  level  points  of  view,  where  the  scope 
is  narrowed  or  the  calm  is  lost. 

But  my  guide  seems  less  content  than  I 
to  rest  here,  and  deserts  me,  not,  so  far  as 
I  can  trace  him,  to  reach  a  brighter  point, 
but  rather  to  descend  into  the  mists.  To 
the  “  higher  life  ”  transcending  our  highest, 
he  dares  not  give  the  predicate  “  mind,” 
or  apply  the  pronoun  of  personality.  On 
what  scale  then  is  it  “  higher  ”  ?  If  not  on 
the  intellectual  and  moral,  then  there  is 
that  in  man  which  rises  al^ve  it ;  for  the 
power  of  attaining  truth  and  goodness  is 
really  supreme.  •  If  Professor  Tyndall  can 
reveal  to  us  something  which  is  higher  than 
mind  and  free  causality,  by  all  means  let  us 
accept  it  at  his  hands  and  assign  it  to  God. 
But  in  order  to  profess  this,  and  therefore 
to  deprecate,  as  an  “anthropomorphism,” 
the  ascription  of  mind  to  mm,  one  would 
have,  I  think,  to  be  oneself  something  more 
than  man.  Only  such  a  one  could  cast  a 
look  above  the  level  of  reason,  to  see  whe¬ 
ther  it  was  overtopped  ;  and  so  this  fashion¬ 
able  reproach  against  religion  is  virtually 
an  arrogating  of  a  superhuman  position. 
As  we  cannot  overfiy  our  own  zone,  no  beat 
of  our  wings  availing  to  lift  us  out  of  the 
atmosphere  they  press,  surely  if  that  “  high¬ 
er  life  ”  speaks  to  us  in  idea  at  all,  it  can 
only  be  as  jierfect  reason  and  righteous  will. 
Those  who  find  this  type  of  conception  not 
good  enough  for  them — do  they  succeed  in 
struggling  upward  to  a  better  ?  Bother,  I 
should  fear,  does  a  persistent  gravitation 
gain  upon  them,  till  they  droop  and  sink 
into  the  alternate  faith  of  blind  force  which 
leaves  their  own  rank  supreme.  — James

Our  teed  com  was  all  selected  when  the 
com  was  husked.  The  most  perfect  ears — 
those  that  were  well  tipped  off  with  kernels, 
and  that  were  the  mort  free  from  kernels  of 
irregular  form,  snch  as  grow  about  the  large 
end  of  the  oob— were  chosen  for  seed.  Be¬ 
fore  the  ears  had  been  exposed  to  hard  frotts 
in  the  field  they  were  taken  to  the  carriage 
hoose,  and  stored  where  no  mouse,  rat,  or 
other  animal  could  get  a  kernel  of  the  grain. 
Laths,  or  narrow  strips  of  boards  not  wider 
than  laths,  were  nailra  to  the  under  side  of 
the  joists  over  the  carriages  ;  on  those  laths 
the  ears  were  placed  ^tween  the  joists. 
The  laths  were  placed  about  eight  inches 
apart.  Mice  cannot  run  along  on  the  sides 
of  the  joists  to  the  com.  In  such  places 
every  ear  will  be  there  next  Spring  when 
seed  time  arrives.  When  snch  a  small  num¬ 
ber  of  ears  are  placed  together  between  joists 
ventilation  will  be  so  complete  that  there  will 
be  no  liability  of  injuring  the  vitality  of  the 
germs  of  the  grain.  We  have  tried  severd 
ways  of  storing  seed  com,  and  we  like  this 
one  better  than  any  other.

I  It  is  stated  in  the  London  Times  that  the 
desire  to  construct  the  largest  single  roof  in 
the  world  was  achieved  in  the  roof  of  the 
Midland  Bailway  station  at  St.  Panems, 
which  now  possesses  that  distinction,  having 
eclipsed  the  roof  of  the  Imperial  Biding 
School  at  Moscow  by  a  few  feet,  the  span 
of  the  former  being  240  feet,  and  that  of 
the  latter  235  feet.  The  roof  to  cover  the 
large  new  station  at  St.  Enoch  square  for 
the  Glasgow  Union  Railway,  has  a  span  of 
198  feet,  and  a  length  of  518  feet.  The  roof 
of  the  new  joint  station  of  the  Midland,  the 
Great  Northern,  and  the  Manchester,  Shef¬ 
field  and  Lincolnshire  Bailway  has  a  span  of 
210  feet. 

Sawdust  as  Fuel. 

For  some  time  a  new  steam  engine  has 
been  at  work  at  Chatham  Dockyard,  Eng¬ 
land,  and  has  been  used  for  driving  the  ma¬ 
chinery  at  the  saw-mills,  and  for  pumping 
the  water  consumed  in  the  yard.  The  pe¬ 
culiarity  of  the  machine  is  that  it  bums 
sawdust  as  fuel  instead  of  coal.  Large 
quantities  of  sawdust  accumulate  from  the 
wood  used  in  the  construction  of  ships, 
and  to  get  rid  of  it,  it  is  sold  at  a  very 
cheap  rate ;  but  in  all  probability  for  the 
future  it  will  be  consumed  in  the  yard. 
The  experiments  have  had  the  results  of 
proving  that  the  sawdust  generates  steam 
much  more  readily  and  with  less  trouble 
than  ooal,  and  a  great  saving  can  be  effect¬ 
ed,  as  a  cartload  of  sawdust  is  equal  to  half 
a  ton  of  coal.  The  sawdust  is  forced  into 
the  furnace  by  means  of  an  air  shaft,  a  con¬ 
tinuous  supply  being  kept  up. 

A  New 

Another  new  field  gun  of  a  very  pow¬ 
erful  nature,  has  been  manufactured  at 
Woolwich.  The  bore  is  designed  with  poly¬ 
groove  rifiing,  the  twist  being  on  the  “  in¬ 
creasing  ”  system,  and  rotation  is  imparted 
by  a  metal  cup  screwed  on  the  base.  This 
cup  is  made  of  a  soft  material,  and  also  acts 
as  a  gas  check.  The  new  weapon  has  been 
placed  iu  the  hands  of  the  Experimental 
Committee,  with  a  view  of  ascertaining  its 
capabilities  ;  and  although  a  very  slight  trial 
only  has  been  made,  it  is  found  that  the  re¬ 
sults  are  of  a  highly  satisfactory  character. 
The  twelve-pound  shell  has  carried  a  dis¬ 
tance  of  4,300  yards,  with  an  elevation  of 
only  nine  degrees ;  whereas  the  sixteen-

Sedia  OeBlatoria,  home  on  the  shoulders  of 
eight  servants,  in  full  crimson  damask  live¬ 
ries,  and  left  the  Basilica  by  the  Chapel  of 
the  Sacrament.  Tlie  Pope  wore  his  ordinary 
white  BoUana  and  cape,  and  looked  exceed- 
inrfy  well. 

The  enthusiasm  manifested  by  the  pil¬ 
grims  was  immense.  Nothing  whatever  oc¬ 
curred  to  disturb  the  tranquillity  either  of 
the  pilgrims  or  of  the  citizens.  The  cere¬ 
monial  of  the  reception  lasted  more  than  an 
hour. 

The  second  scene  is  like  unto  the  first, 
save  that  it  describes  an  annual  “  event,” 
namely  :  “  The  Liquefaction  of  the  blood  of 
St.  Januarius.”  A  devout  believer,  who  was 
permitted  to  gaze  upon  this  scene  as  it  re¬ 
cently  transpired  in  Naples,  thus  writes  of 
it  in  the  columns  of  an  English  Roman 
Catholic  journal : 

You  cannot  imagine  the  cries  and  the  al¬ 
most  shrieks  and  screams  of  the  people  that 
were  going  on  all  this  time.  And  when  the 
priest  held  it  up  and  cried  out  “  E  duro  ” — 
“  It  is  hard” — there  was  snch  a  cry  of  “  San 
Gennaro,  nostro  protettore,  nostro  padrone  ! 
fate  ci  il  miracolo,”  and  they  began  to  weep 
and  wail  on  all  sides  iu  the  true  Nea^litan 
style.  The  reliquary  is  an  old-fashioned 
silver  one,  of  an  oval  shape,  surmounted  by 
a  silver  cross  about  four  or  five  inches  long, 
by  which  the  priest  holds  it.  Thick  glass  is 
let  into  the  sides,  so  that  you  see  the  interi¬ 
or  plainly  when  held  up  to  the  light ;  and  to 
show  you  more  clearly  the  bottles  ioside,  a 
priest  bolds  a  small  lighted  taper  behind,  by 
aid  of  which  you  see  two  small  “  ampullse,’’ 
or  cruets,  the  large  one  containing  about  an 
ounce  and  a  half  of  some  obscure,  congealed 
substance  of  a  brownish  tint,  not  unlike  to 
that  of  clotted  blood  when  it  has  been  ex¬ 
posed  a  long  time  to  the  air.  It  is  quite 
hard,  for  the  priest  reverses  the  reliquary, 
and  not  the  slightest  motion  is  visible  in  the 
dark  matter  which  fills  about  two-thirds  of 
the  phial.  Both  bottles  appeared  to  be  her¬ 
metically  sealed.  The  priest  laid  the  reliqua¬ 
ry  down  on  the  altar.  He  had  taken  it  all 
round,  had  shown  it  to  the  many  kneeling 
there,  when  he  once  more  lowered  it  and  put 
it  before  my  eyes.  I  was  not  certain,  but  it 
seemed  to  me  that  as  he  held  the  reliquary 
upside  down  the  straight  line  which  was 
formed  across  the  bottle  was  breaking  on 
one  side,  and  that  the  substance  commenced 
to  move  slowly.  I  am  sure  my  excited  face 
and  the  paleness  I  felt  coming  over  me  must 
have  shown  the  Canon  what  bad  happened. 
Yes,  there  it  was,  slowly  moving  down  on 
one  side  of  the  bottle,  a  few  reddish  brown 
drops.  He  held  it  aloft  to  the  people  and 
cri^  “E  squagliato,”  “It  is  liquefied.”  I 
cannot  express  to  yon  the  strange  feeling 
which  crept  over  me  when  the  Canon  again 
showed  me  the  reliquary  and  slowly  turned 
it  round.  I  saw  the  blood  fiowing  inside 
the  larger  phial  as  freely  as  water.
